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CROP  PROSPECTS. 


WINTER  SOWINGS  FOR  19 2k. 


The  area  of  winter  wheat  sown  for  the  crop  of  132k,  in  countries 
for  which  reports  have  been  received  to  date  outside  of  Russia  is  6„5 
per  cent  less  than  for  the  crop  of  1923 .     The  area  of  winter  wheat  in 
countries  reporting  amounted  to  about  60  per  cent  cf  the  total  area  of 
winter  seedings  for  1923  and  about  32  per  cent  of  the  total  area  of  all 
wheat  outside  of  Russia.    The  largest  decrease  is  in  the  United  States, 
^         which,  together  with  small  deoreases  in  Canada,  Spain,  and  Bulgaria 
^         more  than  offsets  increases  reported  in  Poland,  Rumania,  Algeria,  Bsl- 
u         gium  and  Czechoslovakia.    The  latest  report  for  Russia  as  a  whole  shows 
Jo         a  small  increase  in  seedings  of  wheat  and  rye  over  last  year,  nctwith- 
%         standing  a  decrease  in  the  area  seeded  in  the  Ukraine. 

The  total  area  seeded- for  winter  rye  reported  to  date  indicates 

a  small  increase  over  last  year,  a  decrease  cf  I5  per  cent  in  the  United 

u         States  being  more  than  offset  by  increases  in  Poland,  Rumania,  Belgium, 
W         Czechoslovakia    and  Spain. 

;      The  estimated  winter  wheat  acreage  in  Spain  is  10,152,000  acres 
compared  with  10,17^,000  acres  reported  at  the  same  time  last  year.  The 
Spanish  wheat  crop  is  sown  largely  in  the  fall  and  includes  listle  spring 
wheat.     The  final  estimated  acreage  for  last  year  including  the  spring 
wheat  was  10,U3S,000  acres. 

Spanish  rye  acreage  is  reported  at  1,2/2,000  acres  compared  with 
1,701,000  acx-es  at  about  the  same  time  last  year.    Barley  and  oats  are 
sown  in  Spain  during  the  winter  months.    Reports  indicate  that  there  is 
little  change  in  the  barley  acreage  from  that  of  last  year,  but  some 
decrease  is  expected  for  oats. 

In  Poland  the  winter  wheat  acreage  is  now  estimated  at  2,572,000 
acres  compared  with  2J3o2,000  acres  at  about  the  same  date  last  year. 
The  rye  acreage  is  12,.  160,000  acres  compared  with  11,^4-7^.000  acres  last 
year.    This  is  an  increase  cf  3  per  cent  for  wheat  and  5  Per  cent  for  rye. 
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WHEAT 

The  wheat  crop  in  Chile  is  now  estimated  at  25,000,000  "bushels  con- 
pared  with  23.815,000  bushels  last  year.    Consul  Diechman  at  Valparaiso  re- 
ports under  date  of  December  29  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  ola  crop 
is  still  held  in  elevators  in  the  southern  part  of  Chile.     He  indicated 
that  the  new  crop  plus  the  carry-over  would  exceed  the  food  requirements 
and  that  there  would  be  a  considerable  surplus  available  for  export.

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THE  FLAXSEED  SITUATION 


The  estimated  production  of  flaxseed  in  lU  countries  not  includ- 
ing Russia,  1923-2';,  is  112, 563, 000  bushels  compared  with  SO,260,COO  "bushels 
for  the  same  countries  last  year.    The  total  production  of  28  countries 
reporting  for  last  year  amounted  x,o  about  9^ » 000,000  "bushels.    The  ik 
countries,  which  reported  last  year  hut  have  not  reported  this  year, 
produced  about  lU, 000,000  bushels;  therefore,  if  the  production  in  these 
countries  not  yet  reported  equal  last  year,  the  world  total  will  approxi- 
mate 126,000,000  bushels  of  flaxseed.     This  is  the  largest  crop  harvested 
since  the  war  and  is  greater  than  the  pre-war  average,  which  amounted  to 
about  111,000,000  bushels. 

A  large  increase  in  the  production  of  flaxseed  in  Argentina 
accounts  for  the  large  increase  in  the  total  world  production.    The  area 
sown  to  flaxseed  in  Argentina  has  increased  from  a  pre-war  average  of 
h, 000,000  acres  to  5,225,000  acres  for  the  1923-2*4  crop.    The  latest  esti- 
mate of  production  for  the  present  crop  is  63,225,000  bushels,  compared 
with  UH, 000, 000  bushels  last  year  and  31,000„000  bushels,  the  pre-war 
average.    The  increase  in  production  in  Argentina  is  due  to  an  unusually 
high  yield  as  well  as  to  some  increase  in  acreage.    The  pre-war  average 
yield  per  acre  of  flaxseed  in  Argentina  was  about  8  bushels.    The  estimate 
for  this  year  is  12  bushels. 

Argentina,  now  supplies  between  65  and  80  per  cent  of  the  flax- 
seed entering  into  the  world  trade,  with  British  India  ranking  second 
as  a  source  of  supply.    Exports  to  all  countries  from  Argentina  in  1922 
amounted  to  36,000,000  bushels,  as  compared  with  an  average  of  26,000,000 
bushels  in  the  pre-war  years.    The  United  Kingdom  and  the  United  States 
are  the  heaviest  importers,. 

The  average  December  price  of  flaxseed  at  Minneapolis  was  $2,kS 
which  is  only  135  Per  cent  of  the  average  for  December  pre-war  prices, 
wher2as  the  wholesale  price  of  all  commodities  is  now  151  per  cent  of  the 
pre-war  level.    The  price  of  flaxseed  rose  to  a  high  point  during  the  war 
period  and  fell  to  an  average  of  $1„58  in  April,  1921.    Prices  rose  to 
high  points  again  in  the  latter  part  of  1922  and  the  early  part  of  1923 » 
reaching  $3-^0  in  April,  1923.     Since  April  prices  have  been  lower,  falling 
to  32. in  August- 
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tbe  juksmtihe  cattle  situation  iit  1923. 

The  extreme  depression  in  the  market  for  "beef  cattle  in  Argentina 
which  "began  in  1^21  continaed  through  1325 •    The  average  price  of  chilled 
beef  steers  in  Buenos  Aires  for  1323,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  live 
•weight  in  United  States  currency,  was  $3.60  per  100  lbs,,  as  compared 
wit/i  $3-9*+  in  1322.    The  average  p-"ic3  for  the  best  grade  of  beef  steers 
in  the  five  years  r_"'G9-i?lJ  in  a  period  of  low  land  7rJ.-j.es  and  generally- 
low  production  costs  was  $3»39«    The  average  price  in  the  seven  years 
13lh  -  1320  was  $6,79,  rath  a  maximum  of  $9,63  in  September,  1319* 

The  year  1323  opened  with  cattle  orices  lover  than  at  any  time 
since  May,  1903,  bat  there  vas  a  material  strengthening  of  tie  market 
in  March  and  April.    During  the  cummer  prices  fell  again,  but  were 
better  in  September,  and  in  October  reached  the  high  point  for  the  year, 
$U.20  per  100  lbs.    At  this  time  a  la-,?  war  passed  by  Congress  fixing  the 
minimum  price' for  this  grade  of  cattle  at  about  $5  .10  per  100  lbs.  7/hen 
the  lav  went  into  effect  the  packers  immediately  stopped  buying,.  The 
deadlock  continued  for  three  weeks  and  ended  with  a  precis- mat  ion  by  the 
President,  suspending  the  operation  of  the  lav.    Purchases  were  tnen 
resumed,  but  at  a  much  lover  price  than  prevailed  a  month  before.  In 
December,  prices  were  still  lower;  the  average  for  the  month  being  $3.23 
per  100  lbs. 

The  average  price  of  Argentine  chilled  beef  hindquarters  for  1?23 
on  the  Smithfield  market  in  London  was  .J  12 « 96  per  100  lbs.-,  as  compared 
with  $13.25  in  1322  and  a  I9OQ-I913  average  price  of  ?9.7C.     Thus,  virile 
the  index  number  of  chilled  beef  prices  in.  London  stood  at  134  is  19  23, 
the  index  number  cf  teef  cattle  at  Tuenos  Aires,  computed  on  the  sane  base 
years  stood  at  rj0.

Flax  in  Canada,  United  States,  Argentina,  and  India  is  grown  chief- 
ly for  seed  and  the  production  of  fiber  is  of  minor  importance.  When 
grown  for  seed,  the  fiber  is  not  of  the  best  quality  due  to  the  thick 
stand  of  the  crop,  and  to  the  fact  that  the  seed  must  ripen  before  cutting. 
In  most  European  countries,  there  is  considerable  overlapping  in  the  acre- 
age.   Both  seed  and  fiber  are  oftentimes  harvested  from  the  same  acreage. 
Consequently,  it  is  not  possible  to  determine  the  acreage  devoted  to  fiber 
flax  and  that  to  flaxseed.

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ARGENTINE  BEEF  EXPORTS. 

Exports  of  frozen  and  chilled  "beef  from  River  Plate  ports  amounted 
to  8,2U9tOOO  quarters  in  1923,  as  compared  with  5,811,-000  quarters  in 
1922,  according  to  the  Times  nf  Argentina  for  January  lH,  192*+.    On  the 
"basis  of  an  estimated  average  weight  per  quarter  of  175  l"bs»,  this  is 
equivalent  to  720,000  short  tons,  as  compared  with  507*000  tons  in  1922, 
This  marks  a  new  high  record  for  "beef  exports,  even  exceeding  the  exports 
of  the  war  years.    Of  this  amount,  ^09,000  tons  were  chilled  "beef  and 
312,000  tons  frozen  beef.    Exports  of  chilled  "beef  have  increased  re- 
markably in  the  past  three  years.    Before  the  war  practically  nine-tenths 
of  the  River  Plate  beef  was  frozen  and  during  the  war  chilled  beef  was 
practically  eliminated  from  the  trade  on  account  of  the  uncertainties  of 
transportation.    In  1920  ,  56,000  tons  of  chilled  "beef  were  exported  from 
Argentina  alone.    In  1922,  Argentina  exported  295»QO0  tons  of  chilled 
"beef  and  1^8,000  tons  of  frozen  "beef.  . 

All  of  the  chilled  "beef  exports  went  to  the  United  Kingdom,  while 
of  the  exports  of  frozen  "beef  139,000  tons  were  consigned  to  the  United 
Kingdom;  172,000  tons  to  the  Continent  of  Europe,  and  less  than  1,000  tons 
to  other  destinations,  including  about  ^00  tons  to  the  United  States. 
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
